ten were encourag ed secretly by the 
Democrats. 
St anding out in his mind above all 
was his 1968 rally in Portland, Ore., 
where young intruders carried hug e 
sig ns scrawled with g ross obsceni­ 
ties which no one could easily 
ig nore.

“ Bob, let’s have better security this 
time.

There is no way to appraise pres­ 
idential aide H. R. Haldeman’s ac­ 
k nowledg ed k ey role in the adminis­ 
tration’s 1972 “surveillance” opera­ 
tion ag ainst the Democrats without 
look ing upward to President Nixon 
as well as downward to those who 
acted on the orders. 
Granting the reality of the Presi­ 
dent’s isolation from even his top 
staff, and the lik elihood (accepted 
by so many) that he did not k now of 
the W aterg ate bug g ing m atter at 
least until too late to stop it, could he 
have said anything to touch off the 
whole chain of events? 
The answer is “yes.” Sources 
who study and watch Mr. Nixon 
closely do not think such an answer 
at all inconsistent with the persua­ 
sive evidence of his deep personal 
isolation. 
Look at it first from the Halde­ 
man aspect. The widely held view of 
him in Washing ton is that of the dog ­ 
g edly loyal servant to the President. 
Everything we k now sug g ests this 
judg ment is accurate. 
Haldeman is not perceived as a 
personal empire-builder, thoug h as 
g uardian of the door to the Oval of­ 
fice he exercises a hig h deg ree of 
control over the written and the foot 
traffic flowing toward Mr. Nixon. 
Just as he is probably more isolated 
from the President than many ob­ 
servers would believe reasonable, so 
he isolates himself from people 
down the line, both in and out of the 
White House. 
He transmits presidential orders, 
and may orig inate a g ood many 
which he thing s convey Mr. Nixon’s 
“g eneral intent” in certain circum­ 
stances. But most testimony is that 
Haldeman is not an active “field 
force” manag er in any situation, 
and definitely was not in the surveil­ 
lance operation. 
His ack nowledg ement to con­ 
g ressmen that he ordered the sur­ 
veillance clears up how thing s g ot 
started from his level.

You can say it is caused by the 
sling s and arrows of outrag eous for­ 
tune.

The recently published “Webs­ 
te r’s New Colleg iate Dictionary” 
contains about 22,000 words and 
meaning s that were not in the prev­ 
ious edition, which first appeared in 
1963. And if T. S. Eliot was rig ht 
when he wrote that “every vital de­ 
velopment in lang uag e is a develop­ 
ment of feeling as well,” we are in a 
lot of trouble. 
It is to search in vain to search 
the list of new dictionary entries for 


the happy adjective, the g entle ad­ 
verb, the loving noun that mak e mu­ 
sic in a lang uag e. What you find in­ 
stead are harsh, awk ward, mechan­ 
ical words, the ling uistic equivalents 
of artificial plants that do nothing 
but fill space. 
Where is the joy in such words as 
“g roovy,” “rip off,” “computer­ 
ese , ’ ’ “environmentalist, ” ‘ ‘para- 
professional,” “robotics,” “ cine­ 
matize,” “trendy”? The medium, as 
Marshall McLuhan said, is the mes­ 
sag e and this messag e bespeak s an 
unseemly haste and lack of g race. 
Many of the new entries are, of 
course, technical words and it is true 
that “adenohypophyseal” by any 
other name would probably still be 
unpronouncable. But whatever hap­ 
pened to the people who invented 
such pleasing words as “pie,” 
“ book ,” 
“serene,” 
“ nimble,” 
“prance,” “lovely,” “fascinating ,” 
“hug ,” “reverie,” “beach,” “k it­ 
ten”? 
They just don’t write words lik e 
that any more, it seems. 
It is true, as Eng lish observer 
Georg e Steiner has written, that “at 
its best ( which is most certainly not 
that of politics, advertisement or 
g enteel pap), American speech has 


Oh, sorrowful day!

The place of clerg ymen in the 
armed forces continues to be a dis­ 
cussion point within the churches. 
There have always been critics of 
the chaplaincy prog ram —individu­ 
als anxious over the relation of 
church and state. Others have com­ 
plained that the church is compro­ 
mised, with chaplains serving the 
military more closely than needs 
of the relig ious community. The de­ 
bate blows hot and cold but some in­ 
teresting points are made from a 
historical perspective, lik e the arti­ 
cle in the April issue of “Arizona 
Hig hways.” 
Dr. Richard Knox Smith in a 
piece entitled, “For God, For Coun­ 
ty, and For Territory,” traces the 
presence of Army chaplains in Ari­ 
zona and the unique contribution 
that these men made in the develop­ 
ment of church and community be­ 
yond the military post. 
Smith notes that during the 48 
years of the territorial period, some 
14 chaplains were stationed in this 
part of the West. Six were Methodist, 
three 
Presbyterian, 
two 
Roman 
Catholic, and one each Baptist, Lu­ 
theran and Episcopalian. With only 
34 chaplains authorized by Cong ress 
for the whole army, the West had a 
fair share of the available clerg y. 
While the chaplains’ primary 
duties were related to the post (con­ 
ducting week ly Sabbath services, 
calling on the sick and the prisoners) 
they handled all sorts of assig n­ 
ments and oblig ations; post treasur­ 
er, director of educational pro­ 
g rams, establishment of schools, di- 
rector.of post exchang e, supervision 
of libraries. 
Some of the chaplains beg an the 
first civilian churches in Arizona, 
with an ecumenical spirit that is 
.heartening '.' In 18 70. CHaDlai* Alex-

ander Gilmore preached to the 
troops and citizens of Prescott, and 
then org anized the Methodist Epis­ 
copal Church (South) and the Meth­ 
odist Episcopal Church (North) and 
the Presbyterian Church. 
The most famous of the territori­ 
al chaplains was Capt. Winfield 
Scott. He had served with distinction 
in the Civil War and then combined 
his talents as officer and pastor to 
the people in Arizona. He org anized 
and built the First Baptist Church of 
Scottsdale, was first chairm an of the 
Scottsdale School Board, a Repre­ 
sentative in the 20th Territorial Leg ­ 
islature, as well as a member of the 
Board of Reg ents. 
These men were a hardy g roup. 
Some pack ed g uns as often as Bi­ 
bles, and used them with the same 
frequency. Others annoyed the post 
commanders by their public denun­ 
ciation of the troops’ “g ambling , 
drunk enness and disposition to de­ 
sert.” They were individuals and of­ 
ten, independent. 
Chaplain Scott was a man of the 
people and in his will, he left this 
word to the citizens of Scottsdale: 
“ I have a few thing s which have 
made my life rich, and I have now 
but one desire; that is, that you all 
may enjoy them with me. I, also, be­ 
queath to you my work for the Lord 
Jesus Christ. It is the one thing in my 
life that g ives me g reatest joy, and 
the only thing in the lig ht of eternity 
that seems worthwhile. . . .”

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Tax day is g loom day. It’s an in­ 
vitation to a self-beheading . 
All administrations in the history 
of our country since Georg e Wash­ 
ing ton throug h World War II— 
which means including two world 
wars—taxed the people $248 billion. 
The U.S. Treasury Department 
officially estimates that in this sin­ 
g le year, 1973 alone, federal taxes 
will approach that $248 billion! 
Every work ing man wants to pay 
his proper taxes. But he does not 
want to support a lot of thing s he has 
no business paying for. For taxes 
can be sound, but they can also be 
robbery. And the Washing ton Robin 
Hoods of the Red Ink are robbing us 
deaf, dumb and blind throug h their 
boobland decisions, pork -barrel pol­ 
itics and other incredible wastes. 
They spend, we pay; their favor­ 
ite charity is themselves. 
No wonder we taxpaying peas­ 
ants have a feeling of anxiety, impa- 
tience, resentm ent—a nag g ing , 
g nawing feeling that, after all, our 
sacrifices really g et us nowhere. 
Don’t thank the politicians for 
anything they say they are g iving us. 
A g overnment is a spender, not an 
earner. Anything the Robin Hoods of 
the Red Ink say they are g iving the 
people they must first tak e away 
from the people. 
Thank , 
instead, 
productive 
America and the conscientious tax­ 
payers who meet their personal tax­ 
es, passed-on taxes, hidden taxes, 
etc. Any man who can meet these 
and meet his family’s living bills as 
well is a miracle man, indeed. 
Taxes today are the big g est sin­ 
g le item in the cost of living . Nothing 
else—food, clothes, rent or any­ 
thing —is even a close second. 
A Gallup poll reports that 69 per 
cent (seven persons in every 10) say 
taxes are “too hig h.” This is 17 
points hig her than ever before—an 
all-time hig h in tax protesters. Gal­ 
lup finds that the threat of “a tax­ 
payers’ revolt is very real.” 
Citizens are banding tog ether at 
local and state levels to stop the slick 
trick s and incredible waste. One 
Pennsylvania community, for ex­ 
ample, started a short time ag o with 
a few outrag ed people in its Con­ 
cerned Taxpayers’ Leag ue, and to­ 
day has more than a thom^M#« The ' 


Pennsylvania Association of Tax 
Leag ues now has 140,000 members. 
A New Jersey g roup now has many 
Washing ton overspenders climbing 
up the wall, jittery as a horse smell­ 
ing blood. 


Wisconsin tax expert Arch Ely 
says “the tax fat is in the fire out 
here.” And so it is g oing —and 
spreading . 
More power to all this. In their 
outrag e these g ood folk s are doing 
something about The Great Tax 
Robbery. 
Yet a nationwide Urban Coalition 
Council survey reveals that 65 per 
cent of the elig ible voters do not vote 
reg ularly. Failure to vote is a cop­ 
out on responsibility. It is moreover, 
an inexcusable cop-out when you re­ 
alize that our representatives vote 
our taxes and that our apathy is 
their most effective tool. 


The nationwide survey shows 
that only 65 per cent can name both 
their U.S. senators. Half of them 
cannot name their representative. 
About 8 6 per cent cannot name any 
policy, including taxes, that their 
Cong ressmen stand for—the very 
men who vote the taxes onto us. 
Arctic pilots k now a condition 
called white-out. No horizon. Just 
white above, below and on all sides. 
And they k now the g loom and verti­ 
g o it causes. That’s tax day—the 
g reat American white-out. 
We score a victory over the 
Washing ton Robin Hoods of the Red 
Ink sim ilar to a bloodied boxer who 
is still on his feet at the end of Round 
3. Recently one of us peasants de­ 
fined zero as what was left after 
paying taxes today. 
Taxpayers are the Atlas on whose 
shoulders the Washing ton Robins 
perch in their lush, comfortable 
place on hig h. They are the larg est 
sing le bloc in the country. It’s hig h 
time this Atlas shrug g ed its shoul­ 
ders. 
If every other interest can be 
heard in Washing ton why can’t tax­ 
payers? It will be—if enoug h mes­ 
sag es from an outrag ed public—loud 
and clear—reach the Washing ton 
Robin Hoods of the Red Ink . The 
only hope is an outrag ed public opin­ 
ion. And tax day is a perfect day to 
show it. 
i 


a raw precision of imag ery, a musi­ 
cal wealth, a vulnerability to the up- 
rush of arg otic and neolog ical exper­ 
iments, a sheer onrush—the proposi­ 
tion seek ing out the listener with a 
palpable directness.” 
But most of us are not Norman 
Mailer or John Updik e or Martin Lu­ 
ther King Jr. and we do not appear 
to have profited very much from the 
example of their use of lang uag e. 
There is no reason, however, why 
we can’t all cultivate a little more 
fondness, respect and sensitivity for 
the lang uag e that is so much a part 
of us. 
It is too much to ask that we be­ 
come lik e the Houyhnhnms in Jona­ 
than Swift’s satirical classic “Gulli­ 
ver’s Travels.” (The Houyhnhnms 
had not word for “lie” or “war” and 
when Gulliver attempted to tell one 
of them what war was, the Hoyhn- 
hnm “found it g ave him a disturb­ 
ance in his mind, to which he was 
wholly a strang er before. He thoug ht 
his ears being used to such abomina­ 
ble words, mig ht by deg rees admit 
them with less detestation.”) 
What we can do, thoug h, is mak e 
the simple effort to say a “yes” for a 
“yeah,” an “isn’t” for an “ain’t,” a 
“superb” for an “ok ay.” 


And we can k eep in mind how 
much of a people is reflected in their 
lang uag e. 


“All lang uag es,” writes ling uist 
Mario Pei, “are potentially equal, 
but the extent and rang e of a lan­ 
g uag e’s vocabulary reflect the state 
of civilization of its speak ers, the ac­ 
tivities in which they indulg e, the 
material objects they create and 
use, the abstract concepts they 
evolve.” 


The Esk imos’ lang uag e, for in­ 
stance, is filled with many words to 
capture the differences in varieties 
of substance we describe simply 
as 
“snow.” Arabic includes lists of 
nouns and adjectives dealing with 
the (to our eyes) scarcely noticeable 
differences among camels. 
In our lang uag e, alas, our re­ 
sourcefulness is most evident in the 
sk yscraping list of synonyms we 
have created in one area: lucre, 
wampum, rhino, simoleons, jack , 
scratch, long g reen, shek el, g reeii- 
back , boodle, hay, chips, fin, g elt, 
chink , dibs, needful, wherewithal, 
wad, velvet, pelf, juice, sawbuck , 
“G,” “C,” bank roll, k ale, cabbag e, 
lettuce, bread, doug h . . .

It was stated that the ag ency with 
a continued record of deficit spend­ 
ing is our g overnment. Who is our 
g overnment? You and me. Why are 
we caug ht in this type of financing ? 
Could it be that there is a plot which 
broug ht us to where we are now in 
the history of our life as a nation? 
I believe there is a plot: we were 
not born dumb enoug h or smart 
enoug h to g et ourselves into the k ind 
of a mess we are in. We had to be ed­ 
ucated. Who educated us? Could it 
be the same force or g roup that has 
stolen the control of our money from 
us? 
The Federal Reserve Bank s are 
owned by private stock holders and 
are operated at a profit. Interest is 
paid each year on every Federal Re­ 
serve Note in circulation. How can 
we win? 
With the Federal Reserve Act in 
force we have a controlled society 
where the currency is debauched 
(leg ally counterfeited) by a privi­ 
leg ed few and the basic laws are ig ­ 
nored. With this there will be con­ 
trols on labor, on manufacturing , 
services, and farm commodities. 
This could end in uncontrolled pov­ 
erty, uncontrolled debt, and eventu­ 
ally slavery. 
In the industrial world we have 
millions of men and women eng ag ed 
in the production of commodities to 
be used and enjoyed by every one, 
but by the time raw material has 
traveled the route from the producer 
to the consumer the people find that 
their compensation will buy only a 
fraction of the fruit of their labors. 
I, being a farmer and a member 


of the g roup which creates 7 0 per 
cent of the raw material on which 
this country g ets its earned income, 
am wondering why this condition is 
allowed to exist. 


Why haven’t our farm org aniza­ 
tions come to our rescue? 
The oldest one was quietly g iven 
birth in an eastern office—not by 
farmers. But by who? Could it be by 
the same g roup that stole control of 
our currency? If so, why were thesè 
people interested in org anizing thè 
farmers? Could this be the reason 
we have been indoctrinated in effi­ 
ciency? There is nothing wrong with 
efficiency if it is seasoned with 
Christian principles. Could this be the 
reason that we are told not to raise 
our price, but to increase our pro­ 
duction? Increase our income by 
producing more for less. Could this 
be the reason we were told we had a 
surplus of production, when in reali­ 
ty we had a deficit of earned buying 
power? Could this be the reason we 
have been led to believe that we 
should pull the masses down to our 
level rather than raise ourselves to 
theirs? Could it be we were led by a 
lion while we thoug ht we were fol­ 
lowing a lamb? Old Satan is a 
shrewd operator. We had better 
open our eyes. 
r 


The other farm org anization was 
born out of need. It was g iven birtfi 
by farmers. Their g oal is to raise 
farm prices to a balance with thé 
rest of the economy. If they can a<£ 
complish this, it will k eep the farnâF 
ers on the farm, business men do 
Main Street, and maintain jobs fof 
the laboring men. It will g ive the in­ 
dividual back his dig nity and raisè 
our morals. People will be more cone 
tented. We will have less delinquent 
cy and a tendency towards a lower 
crime rate.

The Federal Reserve Act should 
be repealed and the issuance of our 
money returned to Cong ress as ouf 
founding fathers intended. 
The raw material of this natioÇ 
must be monetized so that it wilj 
command a price sufficient so it will 
carry itsel f throug h the economy.

Su ch 
co n ditio n s are n o t the same 
thin g as heart failu re.

Since I k now what it’s 
lik e to be both sighted and 
sightless, may I offer a few 
suggestions? 
Remember, even a blind 
person wants to k now who is in 
the room. When you enter, say. 
“Hello, Jim. I’m Ed. It’s good 
to see you.” 
Most blind people can locate 
and handle silverware and they 
can cut meat and poultry. But 
they appreciate a little help 
with the salt and pepper 
shak ers, the meat sauce, sugar 
bowl, and so on. Don’t forget to 
nand him these articles and 
identify them. 
Don’t feel that you must 
avoid any reference to blind­ 
ness. We are accustomed to it, 
and to the questions, too. 
Don’t tak e the arm of a blind 
person and try to lead him. It’s 
easier if you let him tak e your 
arm. Precede him down the 
stairs and let him grasp the 
railing. 
Never treat a sightless per­ 
son as if he is seriously han­ 
dicapped. Often he is less 
handicapped than those who 
can see. but are blind to the 
beauty of nature, brotherhood 
and love. - Des Moines Reader 
Dear Reader: Thank you for 
opening our eyes. Your letter 
has helped to educate millions. 
Dear Ann Landers: Print this 
please. Call it “An Open Letter 
to All Wives.” If your husband 
isn’t cheating now, he might 
cheat later.

A matter o f taste 
By JOANNE AND LEW KOCH 
Have you ever wondered if you have taste? Maybe when you 
stared at a famous abstract painting in the art museum and ask ed 
yourself why it look ed just lik e something your 3-year-old had 
brought home from nursery school. Maybe when you saw a mon­ 
strous sofa in the furniture store, pick ed up the price tag and saw 
$2,000. Maybe when your friend’s decorator suggested chocolate 
brown and purple for her living room. 
Does everyone have taste? How can we trust our own taste, 
when decorators and furniture faddists often suggest combinations 
that seem too cold, too hot, too bizarre. 
Milo Baughman, one of the top furniture designers in the coun­ 
try, a professor of environmental design and an outspok en critic of 
antihuman interiors, says we all have taste, preferences of some 
k ind. The trouble is, we don’t have the courage to press for what we 
prefer. We’re usually expressing what someone else prefers. 
“Too often we mak e the taste choices we do, not because we 
honestly respond in the depths of our truest being to certain colors 
or forms or styles or design ideas, but because we respond to the 
pull toward social conformity— worrying about what others will 
think . We are persuaded to do certain things because they may cre­ 
ate an image of economic achievement beyond our particular eco­ 
nomic reality. Our preoccupation with having a nice house should 
never get in the way of the life of that house.” 
I experienced a twinge of guilt at this point, remembering how 
I shoo the k ids off the new chairs. I thought of one relative who 
practically had her living room roped off. In fact I couldn’t think of 
anyone who had gotten new furniture that didn’t let their nice new 
furnishings, or carpeting, or drapes get in the way of the living in 
their house, at least for a little while. 
But I still didn’t k now if I had taste, that is good taste. 
Baughman quoted another designer, Harley Park er, who said, 
“Good taste is the first refuge of the noncreative. It is the anaes­ 
thetic of the public.” He told me what passes for good taste may be 
nothing more than fashion, fad and forced obsolescence. 
So how can we k now when we’re choosing the right sofa, the 
right table? 
“Instead of someone else’s good taste we should exhibit,” says 
Baughman, “authentic taste”— authentic self-expression respond­ 
ing to what’s really inside rather than what mother did or what the 
neighbors think . 
“The purpose of trying harder and of eventually achieving,” 
says Baughman, “is to gain happiness. For most, it is the setting of 
the home that should provide this happiness.” Is there, perhaps, in 
the very nature of the expensive, excessively designed interior, 
something that militates against this happiness? Is owning the 
“house beautiful” a built-in trap, a new source of worry and pre­ 
occupation that drains off energy and time that would be better 
spent elsewhere, particularly in human relations? 
“TTie ‘best designed’ living room I was in,” says Baughman, 
"was an uncomfortable place in which to try to live. It was terribly 
intimidating, particularly to the children who lived there. Every­ 
one was so awed by the presence of important design that it got in 
t he way of the authentic human contacts that should have happened 
there.”

N EW YO RK (A P ) - Three 
out of four heads of household 
between ages 35 and 54 own 
their own homes today, and few 
w ill ever forget the day they 
signed the mortgage and closed 
the deal. 
It was a day of ignorance, 


confusion and surprise com­ 
pounded by legalese, of papers 
signed and checks slid acorrs 
the table—all choreographed 
by legal and lending experts 
who had practiced the routine 
for years. 
It was a day on which the 
buyer’s naivete was exposed to 
the lender’s expertise. Nobody

prepared them adequately for 
the ordeal, and if they left the 
table happy to have a home 
they left with a bundle of in­ 
securities too. 
While the scene is still re­ 
pealed every business day, the 
consumer movement has now 
provoked lenders and lawyer to 
better prepare their customers 
for what lies ahead, to offer 
help instead of maintaining the 
needless mystery. 
One of the latest efforts at 


clarification, “ Your Guide to a 
Savings and Loan Mortgage,” 
is now being readied for dis­ 
tribution to the nation’s savings 
and loan associations. It as­ 
sumes that no question is too 
simple to answer. 
For example, what are the 
kinds of mortgages? 
There are three kinds, the 
booklet relates: 
1. Conventional mortgages. 
The most common type. A pri­ 
vate transaction between buyer 


and lender. 
2. Mortgages insured by the 
Federal 
Housing Adm inis­ 
tration. 
3. Mortgages guaranteed by 
the Veterans Administration. 
FHA and VA mortgages are 
government-backed, but are ob­ 
tained through the lender, who 
is assured of reimbursement by 
the government if the borrower 
fails to pay. 
Simple, of course, but how 
many 
present 
homeowners 


couldn’t have benefitted from 
an ABC when they first began 
looking? And who wasn’t sur­ 
prised to some extent by the 
fees lumped under the heading 
of closing costs? 
Among those that may or 
may not apply: property sur­ 
vey charge, title examination 
fee, title insurance premium, 
attorney fee, mortgage origina­ 
tion service fee, transfer taxes. 
What is a “ point?” 
A point, according to the 


guide, is a charge equal to one 
per cent of the loan. If the lend­ 
er charges three points on a 
$10,000 loan he is adding $300 to 
the cost. Even if the seller ap­ 
pears to pay it, he often recap­ 
tures his costs by raising the 
selling price. 
Why have points? Well, you’ll 
get 
an 
argument 
on 
this. 
People have differing opinions 
on points, with some saying 
they’re meant to keep the m ar­ 
ket 
fluid, 
others 
insisting 


they’re a device to skirt law. 
The guide explains it in this 
manner: The government im* 
poses rate ceilings on mort-> 
gages it backs. The market for 
conventional rates might, how­ 
ever, be higher at a certain 
time, such as now, when VA 
and FH A rates are limited to 7 
per cent, while other mortgages 
are generally 7.5 or more. The 
lenders therefore make up in 
points what they are denied in 
rales.

WASHINGTON (A P) - Vete­ 
rans Administration hospital of­ 
ficials throughout the country 
say they don’t have enough em­ 
ployes or enough space to pro­ 
vide high-quality medical care. 
Many say they must con­ 
stantly patch up deteriorating 
buildings; some report per­ 
sistent fire hazards, and sev­ 
eral complain of unbearable 
summertime heat. 
The reports from Veterans 
Administrationhospitalofficials 
were made available Friday by 
the House Veterans 
Affairs 
Committee. In response to a 
committee questionnaire, offi­ 
cials of 167 VA medical facil­ 
ities listed their most pressing 
needs. 
Some of the VA hospital com­ 
plaints: 
The Albany, N.Y., facility, 
said 
that 
while 
a 
hospital 
should be be staffed for a sev­ 
en-day week, with additional 
help for evenings and nights, 
“ This, of course, would require 


considerable staffing over and 
above that now possible. ” 
The Butler, Pa., hospital said 
finding doctors is an old prob­ 
lem “ due in large part to in­ 
sufficient salaries.” 
The Augusta, Ga., hospital di­ 
rector said that of his 15 VA 
hospital assignments, the Au­ 
gusta hospital “ has the poorest 
staffing of all.” 
“ For many years,” he said, 
“ this 
hospital 
has 
had 
in­ 
sufficient funding to adequately 
staff direct care functions.” 
Many hospital officials spoke 
of overcrowding and poor hos­ 
pital facilities. 


Officials of the Bath, N.Y., 
hospital wrote that “ this center 
is not safe from floods ... not 
properly ventilated for sanitary 
conditions .. not designed for 
safe mobility and evacuation.”

Skywarn system 
can save lives 


How the major 
bills shape up 
in legislature 


Most tornadoes detected before they 
strike a community are picked up by the 
eyes of Skywarn volunteers. 
Skywarn is a new element in the com 
munity tornado preparedness program 
of the National Weather Service and part 
of the U.S. Commerce Department’s Na­ 
tionwide Disaster Warning System which 
alets Americans of impending hazards 
from the sea and earth as well as from 
the sky . 
On Palm Sunday, 1965, a tornado hit 
Crystal Lake resulting in heavy property 
damage and loss of life. 
Since then, James Seymour of that 
city has engaged in recruiting Skywarn 


volunteers. 
He says it is desirable that there be 
Skywarn volunteers as close as two miles 
apart from each other in order to give the 
maximum time warning of an approach­ 
ing storm. 
Seymour says the best observers for 
Skywarn are those persons living in the 
country or on the outskirts of town so 
ihey can have an unobstructed view of 
the sky. 
Anyone interested in becoming a Sky­ 
warn volunteer may write the National 
Weather Service, Washington, D.C., or 
correspond with Seymour, at Crystal 
Lake, in care of the Crystal Lake Herald.

Shapiro chairman of 
pension commission 
Missile research explodes tornado myths 


SPRINGFIELD - State Sen. 
David C. Shapiro has been 
elected chairman of the Public 
Employes 
Pension

Sen. Shapiro, R-Amboy, was 
elevated to the chairmanship at 
a recent organization meeting 
of the commission.

Shrieking tornadoes sweep down from a 
cloud deck, bringing instant violence and de­ 
struction to man, beast, and building. 
Just as suddenly the swirling winds lift 
back into the gloom. Only wreckage remains. 
Few freaks of nature are more terrifying 
than a tornado, or harder to study. Fewer still 
are subject to more faulty folklore and old 
wives tales. 
Only in the last few years, the result of a 
strange chain of research that began with Air 
Force missiles, have some of the myths about 
tornadoes been exposed, and some of the 
mysteries been solved. 
The trail to tornado research began in 1955 
when scientists discovered that fuel in ICBM 
tanks did not flow smoothly. The liquid twist­ 
ed into a whirlpool and gathered bubbles as it 
drained toward the rocket engine, like the 
swirl in an emptying sink. 
After much study, the researchers found 
that the size and shape of this liquid funnel 
could be predicted. The main factor deter­ 
mining funnel shape was decrease in pressure 
caused by the draining liquid. 
“ That information also applies to torna­ 
does because in air, temperature is propor­ 
tional to the pressure,” says Dr. Francis Fen- 
dell of TRW Systems in Los Angeles. “ A tor­ 
nado funnel is a local and temporary lowering 
of a cloud deck toward the Earth. It is caused 
by the temperature dropping rapidly toward 
the dew point because of rapidly spinning 
air.” Thus, as the funnel descends, the air is 
spinning more rapidly, and rising upward. 
With that information at hand, Fendell and 
his associates discovered some basic truths 
about tornadoes.

Fiction: A tornado does no damage until 
it touches the ground. 
Fact: Intense updrafts can lift dust and 
debris thousands of feet into the air even 
when the funnel does not reach the ground. 
Fiction: Tornado winds reach 500 miles 
per hour. 
Fact: Maximum computed windspeed in a 
tornado is about 225 mph. 
Fiction: Tornadoes throw debris so fast that 


a mere straw can penetrate a wooden plank. 
Fact: The straw can penetrate the plank, 
but probably only because the plank’s fibers 
are stretched open by the wind. 


Dr. Fendell discounts theories that torna­ 
does can become suddenly more intense. 
“Tournadoes do vary in strength during their 
lifetime,” he says. “ However, points of great 
damage are often caused when a tornado 


suddenly does a loop-the-loop and crosses 
back over a point twice. This is rare, but it 
happens.” 
A typical tornado may be only about 80 feet 
wide, according to Dr. Fendell. But in that 
small space it usually causes more damage 
than a hurricane of equal strength. 
“ Hurricanes arrive slowly, and the pres 
sure inside the buildings adjusts to atmos 
pheric pressure changes,” Dr. Fendell ex 
plains. “But tornadoes arrive so quickly tha 
buildings cannot adjust. There is high pres 
sure inside and very low pressure outside 
buildings simply explode. ” 
Tornado research should lead to safer de 
signs for buildings, particularly in the Mid 
west So simple a modification as adding posi 
live pressure valves that open to let out air 
could prevent many buildings from exploding 
inside a whirlwind. 
“ It once seemed hopeless to design build­ 
ings against 500 mph winds,” says Dr. Fen­ 
dell, “ but architects can certainly create 
buildings that will survive 200 mph winds, 
even from an unexpected tornado.” 
Until then, Dr. Fendell offers a quick for­ 
mula (for the mathematically inclined) to de­ 
termine the maximum wind speed in an ap­ 
proaching tornado: Velocity V equals the 
square root of the cloud altitude h, times the 
fraction of the distance between cloud and 
ground the tornado tip has descended k, times 
the acceleration of gravity g. Or V equals 
(kgh)1//. 
"If you see a tornado coming, you quickly 
compute its intensity,” said Dr. Fendell. 
“Or if you’d rather, just take cover and 
worry about it later.”

Rigney conceded that a 
constitutional problem prob­ 
ably does exist anytime one 
attempts to regulate the powers 
to contract. In an effort to skirt 
this issue the bill declares this 
action to be a public policy of 


the State for the health and 
well-being of it’s citizens and 
that any agreement or practice 
to the contrary shall be void 
and unenforceable. 
Without specific reference to 
meal sales, the bill requires 
that supermarkets must keep 
all areas open during normal 
business hours, but adds an 
exemption for a liquor or 
pharmacy department. 
In recognition that this bill 
will draw the opposition of the 
meat cutters union, the bill will 
be introduced by Rep. Susan

Dick, 18, smiled no w, to o , and 
stro ked the heav y brace that 
encases his neck. The pain is 
go ne but the brace remains, a 
co nstant reminder o f the tackle 
he made that snapped his neck 
and, at o nce, shattered his well- 
o rdered little wo rld where ath­ 
letics has been ev ery thing. 
Dick Gericke was a fo o tball, 
basketball and baseball star at 


Lake Mills High Scho o l until 
the accident in the fo o tball 
game against Clinto n Oct. 13. 
He wears his hair sho rt and his 
letter jacket pro udly . 
J ackso n and Kay Gericke, 
their daughter, Dana, and Dick 
are amo ng the fewer than 4 ,000 
peo ple who liv e here. Their 
ho me is ty pical—no t big but 
co mfo rtable, neatly trimmed in 
bro wn brick v eneer. It o v er­ 
lo o ks Ro ck Lake, where the 
fishing is great and the water 
is still clean eno ugh to drink. 
A “ dealer” in Lake Mills 
sells gaso line o r farm sto ck 
feed, no t pills. “ Camp” here 
means a family o uting in the 
ro lling Kettle Mo raine co untry , 
no t a big-to wn putdo wn o f Fri­ 


day night band co ncerts, which 
still attract half the to wn dur­ 
ing summer. 
In the rest o f the y ear, the 
traditio nal start o f the weekend 
is a night cheering the Lake 
Mills L-Cats at the athletic field 
o r gy m. Spo rts is a way o f life 
here because o f the perso nal 
identities, fo r the hero es are 
no t pampered pro s but ho me­ 
to wn bo y s like Dick. 
Dick was o ne o f the best ath­ 
letes the L-Cats had in y ears. 
In fo o tball he play ed running 
back and defensiv e back, and 
was leading the Central Subur­ 
ban Co nference in sco ring last 
seaso n until the accident. 
“ I think abo ut ho w much he 
lo v es to play ,” J ackso n Gericke 


said. “ I alway s knew if he was 
banged up he wo uldn’t quit. I 
think we had talked abo ut it, 
that he co uld hav e a serio us in­ 
jury so metime. But I knew 
what great co nditio n he’s al­ 
way s been in. We nev er really 
co nsidered him being hurt.” 
J ackso n himself was an ex ­ 
cellent athlete here a gener­ 
atio n ago and ex to ls the v irtues 
o f hard wo rk, determinatio n, 
lo v e o f co mpetitio n.

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Open Letter to Employees of the 
HENRY PRATT COMPANY 


Dear Fellow Employee: 


Negotiations between the Company and the Union 
Shop Committee of the Dixon Plant have reached a 
point where the Company feels obligated to make 
this attempt to communicate to you and your family 
the status of our bargaining relationship. 


The Company and your Shop Committee met seven 
times before termination of our current contract. By 
hard bargaining effort on many issues, a proposal 
was prepared and presented to the Union for ratifi­ 
cation on Saturday, March 3 1, 1973 . The provisions 
of this offer included: 


• Six Year Agreement. 
• 25c per hour increase for each of three years, for 
maximum rates for top jobs of $4.75 / hour in 
1973, $5.00/hour in 1974 and $5.25/hour in 
1975. 
• Cost of Living Increase program with maximum 
of 8c per hour. 
• Voluntary overtime program. 
• Two paid sick days per year. 
• Establishment of machine classification pro­ 
gram. 
• Reclassification of assemblymen. 
• Reclassification of machine operators to special­ 
ist. 
• Journeyman Machinist Trainee Program. 


In addition, the Company agreed to Union proposals 
on 
contract 
language 
covering 
check-off, 
reorganization of the safety committee and changes 
to the grievance and arbitration provisions of the 
contract. 


The six year contract was offered by the Company, 
with the provision that it be opened for bargaining 
at the end of three years for all conditions of work, 
wages and fringe benefits. If the Union and Com­ 
pany could not come to agreement, the matter 
would have then been put to three independent 
arbitrators, selected by the Union and the Company, 
for final and binding decision. 


This offer was made by your Company in the spirit 
of attempting to stabilize employee, relations at 
Pratt through the peaceful settlement of dif­ 
ferences. We believe sincerely that such an 
arrangement would be in the best interests of our 
employees, the Dixon community and Henry Pratt 
Company. We regret that you did not agree. 


Subsequent to the rejection of the above Company 
offer, your Shop Committee and Company repre­ 
sentatives held meetings on March 31 and April 2, 
1973 . At the ninth meeting, on April 2, the Company 
was told that the following 11 issues were all that 
remained to be bargained between the parties in 
order to reach full agreement: 


PRATT 


1. Three Year Agreement. 
2. Placement of certain machine groups in the 
journeyman classification. 
3. Overtime requirements. 
4. Scheduling of birthday holiday. 
5. Removal of cost of living ceiling. 
6. Wage and fringe reopener after removal of 
controls. 
7. Length of contract. 
8. Time lost in wage progression for absenteeism. 
9. Weekend bereavement day. 
10. Amount of wage package. 
11. How to measure time in the wage progression 
steps. 


At the ninth session the Company promptly 
proceeded to make concessions on items 1, 3 ,4, 5, 6 
and 7. On the tenth issue the Company had already 
granted the full measure allowable under present 
wage guidelines. The Company had further made 
concessions in item 6 which would provide for 
reopening the contract once wage controls had 
been removed. This offer was rejected by the 
membership at a ratification meeting on April 5, 


The Company and the Shop Committee returned to 
the bargaining table on April 6, 1973 . The Company 
proceeded to make concessions on all remaining 
items except 10, as noted above. This offer was 
rejected by the membership at a ratification 
meeting on April 10, 1973 . 


The eleventh bargaining session was held last 
Tuesday, April 10, 1973 . It ended with the Com­ 
pany's latest offer still on the table. That offer was 
made in the hope that it would bring an early end to 
the strike which is now occurring and avoid further 
loss of business to the Company. The strike still 
exists and its cost continues to grow. The Company 
has, therefore, informed the Union that it reserves 
the right to reduce the outstanding offer, to prevent 
the cost of this strike from getting out of hand. 


The Company's objective is to achieve a contract 
that is fair to all concerned. Regrettably the com­ 
plete absence of progress in negotiations so fa r__ 
including the Union s effort to inject into current 
discussions issues it long ago dropped — has 
caused the Company to question whether a similar 
objective guides those on the other side of the 
bargaining table. We have, therefore, been forced 
to file charges with the National Labor Relations 
Board, protesting what we regard as the Union's 
unlawful refusal to bargain in good faith. 


The Company will continue to bargain with the 
Union, in an effort to obtain a contract which is fair 
to both the Company and its employees. However, 
unless we are able to obtain such a contract in the 
near future, other measures may have to be taken 
to forestall further losses to the Company, its 
employees and the community.
